My Sermonette

“How Can Ye Escape?” 

“How can ye escape the damnation of 
hell?” Matt. 23:33. 

You say, “I don’t believe in hell.” 
Well, just what difference does that 
make anyway? It is not what you or I 
think, but what the Lord saith. The New 
Testament sets forth hell as a place of 
fire enraged with brimstone—even a lake 
of fire and brimstone. What could be 
more painful and terrifying, sad, or de- 
spairing than to even dream of spending 
eternity in the midst of such unspeakable, 
indescribable agony and suffering. 

Maybe you think that you get your 
hell here. But your worst agony here 
is heavenly compared to the horrors of 
actual hell. Jesus spoke of it at differ- 
ent times. He, the Son of God, could not 
lie or misrepresent, and He said, “There 
shall be weeping, and gnashing of teeth.” 
Should it make me gnash my teeth mere- 
ly to repose in the grave? Nay, rest is 
not torture. 

Eternity. The symbol of eternity is a 
circle (O), a time without beginning or 
end, never ending, never, never, and for- 
ever. Yes, forever. Can you grasp it? 
Just pause a minute and try to compre- 
hend the length of that word, “eternity,” 
and then realize that it has no length. It 
is eternal. We cannot escape it; we are 
powerless to evade it. But we can escape 
the damnation of hell, if we choose to do 
so. God will not allow His children to 
go to hell, but we are not His children 
until we are born again. Except a man 
be born again he cannot—he cannot—see 
the kingdom of heaven. We are children 
of Adam by birth, but children of God 
by rebirth. 

We like to think of Jesus as being soft 
spoken, gentle and meek. And so He gen- 
erally was; but notice from our text that 
He as the Son of God, dared to call the 
good moral church members (the scribes 
and Pharisees) ‘“‘ye serpents, ye genera- 
tions of vipers.” Their hypocrisy and 
blindness was surely taking them straight 
to hell, and He openly and decidedly told 
them so. He didn’t smooth it over, or 
pat them on the back, but called them 
snakes and children of snakes. No won- 
der they desired Him to leave their bor- 
ders. They would not be gathered unto 
safety as a hen gathers her brood under 
her wings, so what else lay before them, 
but hell and destruction? 

The plan of salvation has never 
changed or deviated a hair’s breath. With- 
out the shedding of blood there is no for- 
giveness or salvation. None! There is no

Holiness consists of three parts; name- 
ly, theory, experience and practice. The- 
ory is to be believed by the intellect; ex- 
perience is to be enjoyed by the sensibili- 
ties; and, practice is to be lived by the 
will. Theory of holiness works on the 
head; experience works on the heart; 
practice works the hands or the body. 
Hence religion starts in at a man’s head, 
goes down into the heart, and there 
works its way through the hands, so we 
have the head, sound in doctrine; the 
heart, pure in love; and_ the hands or 
body, clean in life. Yes, it is a head, 
heart, and hand religion. ee 

Let us look at this trinity. The first is 
theory. Theory is a very important part 
of our salvation. It has to do with doc- 
trine. Doctrine is the mainspring of our 
spiritual activities. It is the foundation of 
our spiritual building. It has to do with 
what we believe. Some tell us it doesn’t 
matter what we believe, just so we are 
sincere in it. Paul was sincere but he was 
wrong. So are we if we do not believe 
the right thing. Salvation doesn’t depend 
on sincere thinking; it depends on right 
thinking. So doctrine is very important. 
When you hear men making light of 
creed or doctrine, you can know they are 
wrong. 


Theory is such an important part of 
your salvation that you cannot get an ex- 
perience without it. Everybody goes into 
religion head first. The intellect must 
first be convinced before the heart can be 
converted. In other words, you must 
know about God before you can know 
God. Your theory about God may not be 
one hundred per cent correct, but ex- 
perience will make it correct. You can 
see more in the barrel looking out than 
you can on the outside looking in, for it 
is experience that makes theology and 
not theology that makes experience. Ex- 
perience changed Paul’s theology over- 
night. 


Some will tell you Christianity is not 
a creed, but not so. You can not have 
life without a creed, as you can not have 
shade without a tree. Cut down the tree 
if you like. All we care for is the shade. 
You cannot have the shade without the 
tree. Neither can you have life without 
a creed. Christianity is both creed and 
life. Creed is the root of the tree. Life is 
the fruit. As a man thinketh in his heart 
so he is. So you should try to think the 
right thing. 
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The second thing in the trinity of 
holiness is experience. Creed is more im- 
portant. It is not enough to know about 
God. We must know God. It is possible 
to know about God and not know God. 
The experience is in the heart and not 
just in the head. The heart is the seat 
of our emotional nature. There is a mod- 
ern notion that all emotions must be

The cry by our modern churches today 
is to put down emotion and just have a 
formal church. Membership has taken 
the place of experience. We see formality 
on every side today. The thing we need is 
old time power that will cause a change 
in the lives of people. 

The third thing in the trinity of holi- 
ness is “practice.” Holiness is ethical as 
well as doctrinal. One could be doctri- 
nally straight and at the same time ethi- 
cally crooked. The church is strong 
enough in doctrine to save the world but 
if weak in practice it will become a 
laughing stock. Knowing your Bible is 
fine. Feeling religion is fine. But, it is not 
knowing and feeling which benefit man 
and glorify God. It is practicing. So the- 
oretical Christianity must of necessity 
become practical before it can either bene- 
fit man or glorify God. 


Salvation is not only to be received 
but it is also to be reflected. So many of 
us have religion on the receptive side. 
We get it, enjoy it, hold on to it because 
it makes us feel good. When this is true, 
religion becomes a mere sentiment rather 
than a ministry. Salvation is more than a 
matter of believing and escaping. It is a 
matter of “being and doing.” Peter said, 
“Be ye holy in all manner of life,’— 
Holy in your business life, your do- 
mestic life, your public, private and se- 
cret life. 

Walking with God has two sides—- 
experimental and practical. You cannot 
be practical when you are not experi- 
mental. You cannot be outwardly what 
you are not inwardly. A good tree can- 
not bring forth evil fruit, nor a corrupt 
tree bring forth good fruit. So we need 
the trinity of holiness in our lives. 

If this trinity of theory, experience, 
and practice is given the proper emphasis, 
it will produce a well rounded, well 
balanced Christian that will be an asset 
to Christianity; but, if we stress either 
one of them unduly at the expense of the 
other, we will produce something else. 
If we unduly stress theory, we will pro- 
duce formalists; if we put too much em- 
phasis on experience, we produce fanatics; 
if we say too much about practice, we 
will produce Pharisees, so let us take the 
whole Bible rightly divided, and by do- 
ing so, we will be ready when Jesus 
comes. 
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PARTICULAR attention is called to and 
noted by the American people over the re- 
cent turn in Britain relative to religion in 
the schools. In the United States almost every state makes it 
a crime to give sectarian instruction in the public schools, but

schools). In America, to compensate for religious training, 
which is absent in the schools, churchmen have plugged for 
“released time” to let children out of school for an hour a 
week for instruction in their own churches, but the movement 
has attained very little success. 


Just what will be the result of this combination of religious 
training with other education in the public schools, is not 
known. The pessimistic view, of course, would be to look over 
the pages of the past and review the evils of the union of 
church and state, and to think of the intolerance brought 
about by such a union; to think what an inspector of re- 
ligious education might do toward monopolizing theories or 
teaching of theory in the schools for certain churches. But 
the optimistic view would completely change the picture, for 
instead of any one religious group clamoring for special teach- 
ing, it seems that all religious groups have forgotten any 
particular religious dogmas or church ordinances in favor of a 
combined effort to retain the faith of our fathers; namely, the 
birth of Christ and His mission to the lost, without any stress 
being laid upon religious differences or technicalities of the- 
ological analysis. 

To say the least, whether people are going in the right di- 
rection or not, the great conflagration of war is driving them 
to seek something of the higher, nobler, and more spiritual 
life, and in this it seems to the editor they are to be com- 


mended. 


in a very short time religious 
instruction will become a statu- 
tory requirement for every school 
in the United Kingdom. 

Like a great many other things 
British, the present drive for re- 
ligion in British schools, began 
with a leader in the London 
Times. Shortly after World War 
II started the Times lamented, 
“In a country professedly Chris- 
tian, and a country which at the 
moment is staking its all in de- 
fense of Christian principles, 
there is a system of national edu- 
cation which allows the citizens 
of the future to have a purely 
heathen upbringing.” 

The reason for alarm, the edi- 
tor noted, was that in the act of 
evacuation of British city chil-

Our 
cooperation and unity seems to 
have made the country adamant 





dren, a survey showed that three 
out of every five evacuated had 
no idea who was born on Christmas or why Christmas was cele- 
brated, “knew absolutely nothing of the Bible and had never 


been taught to pray.” 


The Church of England and Nonconformists sects all 
joined in a drive to put religion into the schools, the result of 
which is that the churches and Britain’s Board of Education 
are now collaborating to draft an act making worship and re- 
ligious education compulsory and providing a government in- 
spector of religious education; that is, bringing religious teach- 
ing to scratch. 

As cited by Time, in an article called “Religion,” schools 
are much more secular in the United States than in Britain, In 
Britain more than 1,500,000 of the 5,000,000 children aged 
five to fourteen go to church schools. Most of the 1,500,000 
are Angelican, with 377,000 Roman Catholic. Of America’s 
20,707,000 school children, only about 2,200,000 are in church 
schools. Nearly all of these are Catholic (though half of 
America’s Catholic children go to public instead of parochial 
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and invincible. But it certainly 
is a consolation to know that 
even the President of our country realizes that we must de- 
pend on something besides armed might, that we must realize 
“our strength, as the strength of all men everywhere, is of 
greater avail as God upholds us.” Every Christian everywhere 
should be elated over the fact that the leaders of the Allies are 
making religion and prayer a dominant feature in the carry- 
ing on of their present activities. The two leading nations of 
the Allies, as expressed by Time, have at different times fled 
to the Lord for help and now for the twelfth time in the 
United States the President has proclaimed a day of prayer 
for the nation, promptly to be followed by Great Britain, as a 
sixth national day of prayer in World War II has been pro- 
claimed in that country. 


In 538 B. C., the king of Babylon was deposed from his 
throne. His heart was made like a beast, his dwelling was with 
the wild asses.

What we 
say influences the thoughts of others, 
and here is what Jesus said about the im- 
portance of the things we say, “For by 
thy words thou shalt be justified, and by 
thy words thou shalt be condemned,” 
Matt. 12:37. By our words or the fruit 
of our lips we show what is in our hearts 
and what we are thinking, “for out of 
the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh,” and the fruit of the lips is the 
fruit of the heart, whether good or evil. 
And ye shall know a tree by its fruit. 
“How can ye, being evil, speak good 
things?” “For a good man out of the 
good treasure of the heart bringeth forth 
good things: and an evil man out of the 
evil treasure bringeth forth evil things.” 
For - - 

Kind hearts are the gardens; 
Kind thoughts are the roots; 
Kind words are the blossoms; 
Kind deeds are the fruits.” 


Remember, too, that the sin which 
cannot be forgiven is done with the 
tongue and is a fruit of the lips. “Where- 
fore I say unto you, All manner of sin 
and blasphemy shall be forgiven unto 
men: but the blasphemy against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven unto men. 
And whosoever speaketh a word against 
the Son of man, it shall be forgiven 
him: but whosoever speaketh against the 
Holy Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world, neither in the world 
to come,” Matt. 12:31, 32. 

There are so many ways we can sin 
with our tongues, and whereby the fruit 
of our lips will be evil: by profanity, 
slander, foolish talking or jesting, lying, 
imparting corrupt information, impure 
conversation, being harsh and unkind, 
finding fault, condemning, murmuring, 
complaining, grumbling, quarreling, re- 
viling, talebearing, and boasting. “But 
shun profane and vain babblings: for 
they will increase unto more ungodliness. 
And their word will eat as doth a can- 
ker,” 2 Tim. 2:16, 17. 

By our evil words we put evil thoughts 
into men’s minds, and it is evil thoughts 
which defile a man, and he that defileth 
the temple of God him will God destroy. 
“Let no corrupt communication proceed 
out of your mouth, but that which is 
good to the use of edifying.” “Sound 
speech that cannot be condemned; that 
he that is of the contrary part may be 
ashamed, having no evil thing to say of 
you,” Titus 2:8. “But avoid foolish ques- 
tions, and genealogies, and contentions, 
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and strivings about the law; for they are 
unprofitable and vain,” Titus 3:9. 
Call to mind how the Israelites in the 
wilderness were smitten by a great plague 
because they murmured about their food. 
Num. 11:33. And in 1 Cor. 10:10, we 
are reminded of this saying: ‘Neither 
murmur ye, as some of them also mur- 
mured, and were destroyed of the de- 
stroyer.

Read again the parable of the good 
Samaritan in Luke 10:25-37. Of course 
the Lord meant if our neighbor has been 
hurt in body or is sick and afflicted or 
hungry, we should do all we can to help 
him, but remember He used parables to 
teach heavenly or spiritual lessons. His 
parables always had a spiritual as well. as 
literal meaning. As the little girl defined 
a parable, “It is an earthly story with a 
heavenly meaning.” 

“A certain man went down from Jeru- 
salem to Jericho.” A man living in this 
world is traveling from one place to an- 
other, from one world to another. “And 
he fell among thieves (devils) which 
stripped him of his raiment (righteous- 
ness), and wounded him, and departed, 
leaving him half dead” (wounded in 
spirit and spiritually half dead). The 
priest and the Levite who came by and 
would not come near him_ represent 
church people, pastors, deacons or any 
self-righteous persons who will not try 
to help a person who has sinned and is in 
disgrace, affliction or in prison because 
of his sins. “But a certain Samaritan, as 
he journeyed, came where he was: and 
when he saw him, he had compassion on 
him, and went to him, and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oil and wine, and set 
him on his own beast, and brought him 
to an inn, and took care of him.” 

I think the wine was for a disinfectant 
for purification of the wound, and the 
o'l was for healing. A man who has sinned 
needs to be sanctified and purified by 
the Word of God; use the Scriptures to 
rebuke him and comfort him, and draw 
him to God through your love and kind- 
ness. 

“If a brother be overtaken in a fault, 
restore such an one in the spirit of meek- 
ness, considering thyself lest thou also 
be tempted.” 

“Let the wicked forsake his way, and 
the unrighteous man his thoughts: and 
let him return unto the Lord, and he 
will have mercy on him; and to our God 
for he will abundantly pardon,” Isa. 52:

The sandy foundation cannot hide 


from the storm. 
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(Continued from last issue) 

Jamaicans are very handy with their 
hands. It is interesting to see them weave 
baskets, table mats, fans, straw and hemp 
slippers. Many nice articles are made 
from bamboo, such as vases and napkin 
rings. Shoes are made by hand. Brooms 
are handmade; they are not like our 
brooms. Artistic furniture is made with- 
out machinery. Often lads are placed as 
apprentices in this trade as young as ten 
years. A trade is considered equal to book 
study by those who can afford any 
schooling at all for the children. Ameri- 
can tourists flock to the markets to buy 
’ curios and souvenirs from the natives. 

Stores are called shops. At night the 
large plate glass windows are concealed 
by heavy doors that are pulled down over 
them and securely locked. Although it 
creates a forlorn aspect, it is necessary to 
guard against thieves. Shops close at four 
o’clock. Side street shops place their mer- 
chandise on the outside. Dress lengths 
are hung, showing the full length of each 
piece. Garments made by the shop own- 
er are hung on the sidewalk. The clerks 
auction articles to induce passers to stop. 
Robberies occur frequently, the culprit 
escaping through the mob of shoppers or 
loungers. Many carry “thief” whistles 
which help draw the attention of the 
law. 

Policemen wear clever uniforms. The 
coat is white with bright buttons and a 
strip of red. The trousers are dark blue 
with a wide strip of red down the sides. 
The hats are white trimmed with red. 
These officers look very dignified as they 
ably direct the traffic. An officer stands 
at every intersection and performs the 
“stop and go” acts. 

Many peasants live in small thatched 
huts; some have shelters made from bam- 
boo. On the other hand, the leading cities 
of the Island have beautiful buildings. 
They are not tall but have much floor 
space. 

Delicate ferns, growing on built-up 
fences, form hedges. The flowers of Ja- 
maica are unusually rich in hue, though 
the scent is not so pleasing. Georgeous 
reds and yellows abound; but few flow- 
ers are as sweet as the white flower of the 
jasmin. The hibiscus is perhaps the most 
common flower of all, though oleanders 
and cannas are frequently seen. The 
mauve blossoms of the lignum vitae 
followed by the orange colored fruit, add 
to the beauty of the landscape. The bril- 
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liant red of the poinsettia trees and the 
bright yellow of the cassias make them 
popular. Roses bloom the year round. 

In the cool of the day, an enjoyable 
time may be had by walking down the 
streets. The homes have names such as 
Pleasant Mount, Hope Place and Sea 
View. Our home has been named Bethel 
View. The natives indulge in evening 
sauntering as a money-saving diversion. 
They oftentimes go along the road danc- 
ing, skipping this way and that, and 
singing a native ditty. The rudeness of 
gazing does not cause them to quit. It 
seems that the whole Island has rhythm 
and it must come out, whether in church, 
amusements or on the streets. Another’s 
attention is called by a snappy clap of 
the hands and a series of “‘sisses.” When 
a person wishes to gain admittance to a 
home, he knocks on the gate and is usual- 
ly greeted by the growl and bark of a 
dog kept to keep out intruders. 


Kingston boasts of a bus and a tram 
line. The trams resemble flat cars with 
seats and a roof, no sides. The bus is usu- 


ally packed to overflowing. Rates are 
reasonable. 
Every household that has good em- 


ployment is required to hire servants. 
This helps to eliminate unemployment, 
although it proves just a drop in the 
bucket. Many of the maids are very ef- 
ficient. I very much appreciate the man- 
ner in which our clothes are laundered. 
They are spread out to bleach sometimes 
for days. Floors are polished daily, in- 
cluding the veranda. 

I can value most of the achievements 
of which the Island boasts, however, the 
world-famed rum and tobacco I cannot 
extol, though it does mean the livelihood 
for many an honest worker. Cigarettes 
and pipes are smoked by men and women. 


The Church of God has 123 churches 
in Jamaica. God is smiling His approval 
on us and the work goes on under the 
capable leadership of Brother Camp. 
Many little parishes still need the gospel. 
Each district, although only a few miles 
from another, is independent of the 
other. Many of the citizens have never 
been to the other parishes. 

Traveling over the very crooked, 
rocky, and narrow roads, up high moun- 
tains and through swampy lands, strikes 
home the real meaning of “I'll go where 





you want me to go.” The church build- 
ings are made from different materials. 
The one in Kingston, the headquarters 
church, is made of brick. Some of them 
are mud, thatch or bamboo. 


One Sunday morning we all started 
out early to visit a church about twenty- 
five miles distance. It really seemed to 
be a trip of 400 miles by the time we ar- 
rived. Travel here is very nerve-racking 
and tiresome, considering the roads and 
traffic. Upon arriving we were given a 
refreshing drink of coconut water. Some 
of us preferred to drink the rain water. 
Water in many districts cannot be used 
on account of the malaria germ. After 
climbing another steep hill we were es- 
corted into the church. As we entered, 
the congregation stood. After we were 
seated on the platform we had an op- 
portunity to look the building over. It 
was cleverly woven of bamboo. The pil- 
lars were of bamboo poles about four 
inches in diameter. The roof was made 
of bamboo poles; the seats were likewise 
of bamboo. There were no windows, just 
open places for light. The service was 
progressing nicely when the rain began to 
come down and, needless to mention, the 
building leaked. We had a dry spot. The 
bamboo is not woven closely. It needs not 
to shut out the cold; just shelter from 
the sun and gazers. This kind of build- 
ing lasts just about two years. The build- 
ing was decorated with flowers. I was 
presented with a pretty native-woven 
basket full of flowers. A church is not 
complete without an audience, and an 
audience came, eager to hear what the 
white people had to tell them about the 
Jesus they loved or needed to love. With 
sincere reverence, each kneeled and 
prayed upon entering the building. Be- 
cause of poverty, no piano adorns the 
platform, but when the singing starts 
one soon forgets the lack. Such singing 
—all dressed up in native interpretation 
and accompanied with hand clapping. 
Hand clapping here forms a rhythm in 
perfect time. They make real earnest 
work of clapping and singing. People 


kept coming, climbing the muddy hill.. 


They take off their shoes until they get 
there and have clean shoes for church. 
One wonders where they all come from. 
They come about an hour early and start 
singing until the leader announces that 
church will begin, then they start sing- 
ing all over again. If a chorus suits their 
fancy at the time, they may sing it doz- 
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ens of times. A native custom causes the 
ladies always to wear hats in church. This 
service had a special feature—a hand- 
made tambourine,—the frame hand- 
carved, the jingles made of bottlecaps, 
and the back a piece of hand-tanned hide 
stretched across. After fluent addresses 
of welcome and so forth, the meeting 
was adjourned for lunch, consisting of 
boiled green bananas, yams, chicken and 
fruit. Soon we heard a bell calling to 
service again. Curiosity caused us to in- 
vestigate and we found a small boy hit- 
ting a piece of brake band with an iron 
rod. The strokes were even enough to 
imitate precisely the ding-dong of a bell. 
This meeting consisted of a program 
including singing and recitations. Each 
rendition was performed with much em- 
phasis and explicit expression. Children 
and adults alike participate. The meet- 
ing ended, we picked our way down the 
slippery hill to the car, where we found 
a pile of fruits and vegetables for us to 
take home. 


Revivals are of short endurance, rare- 
ly lasting more than a week. At most 
places the latter part of the week is used 
to get produce ready for the market. A 
three-day meeting was held in a little 
church upon a high mountain. The 
church here is made of woven sticks and 
split limbs. Three dim lanterns gave light 
there. The lamp was out most of the 
time on account of the wind. The people 
began filling every seat at about 6 
o’clock. They immediately start the sing- 
ing. The benches consist of planks with- 
out backs. On these the audience sit pa- 
tiently for about four hours—mothers 
holding babies, elderly people and men 
and women who are fatigued with a long 
day’s labor. Our hearts are wrung with 
compassion as we look at them all. The 
message is spiced with amens from dark 
corners of the room here and there. The 
cracks in the building afford ample room 
for “‘peepers” who can’t or won’t come 
in. Large white eyes can be seen any- 
where one cares to look. This, with the 
flickering lights, would make it a very 
impressive place to relate tales of mys- 
tery. Seekers were at the altar crying for 
God to save them, at every service. 


Brutal fights occur daily. On one oc- 
casion, loud talking was heard from the 
corner shop close to the church where 
were conducting the meeting. Flashing 
knives were seen, fierce threats were 
heard. Wives and mothers pleaded with 
the enraged men, to no avail. They grap- 
pled and threw each other. Finally the 
white missionary walked into their midst 
and put his arm around the agitator and 
told him about the Christ and pleaded 
with him to go home and forget such 
actions. The crowd gave way as God’s 
messenger stepped closer, the man hung 
his head and went home. That night some 
more needy souls found the Savior. No 
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wonder Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel.” Everyone 
needs God, that is true, but since we are 
here, this is the place that burdens our 
hearts. How these people do need a sym- 
pathizing Jesus, a Jesus that understands 
inadequate ways, a Jesus who knows and 
cares. 

Does missionary work pay? Yes, many 
times over. Surely Jesus loves the sin- 
scarred adults and the naked children. 
Some Christians in the States are given 
over to evangelizing these lands by ra- 
dio, but personal contact is the only 
means of winning any of them. They 
must see love manifested before they will 
believe that it is worth while to change 
their mode of living. 

Upon inquiring why more children do 
not attend Sunday school, we learned 
it was because they do not have clothes. 
Even the adults go without shoes and 
stockings. 

However, God is on His throne and is 
working. The credit cannot go alone to 
the missionaries. The offerings of pen- 
nies, nickels, and dollars are winning 
souls in Jamaica! I feel the strong mis- 
sionary spirit within me as I promise God 
“I will go.” Can you feel the missionary 
spirit deep enough to say to Jesus “I will 
give more than I ever have given to help 
spread the gospel in Jamaica and in other 
fields”? To be a good missionary, it 
means giving all. Shortly after we arrived 
here, we received the sad news that 
Brother Pearson’s father had passed away 
to be with Jesus. Little did we realize as 
we bade him good-bye that going for 
Christ meant seeing him for~ the last 
time. Our hearts were filled with sor- 
row, but we were compelled by our love 
for the Savior to put God’s work first. 
While waiting for the summons to come 
to be forever with departed loved ones 
and friends, we are laboring, watching 
and praying for souls.

Question: Is it wrong to buy U. S. 
defense bonds? Would it be considered 
as helping to promote war?—G. L. F.

Answer: No, it 1s not wrong to buy 
bonds, but it would be wrong to refuse 
to buy them, if one is at all financially 
able. The purpose in floating bonds is 
not that of merely promoting wars but 
rather to provide funds for the preserv- 
ing of our rights. When an enemy na- 
tion chooses by means of war to jeopard- 
ize or destroy those rights, then it be- 
comes the solemn duty of the Congress 
of the United States to call for the col- 
laboration of every department of the 
Government, and of each individual who 
enjoys the benefits provided by that 
Government. Congress also has a right 
and has declared what the American pro- 
gram for keeping liberty alive consists 
of. It has also declared by what means 
that program is to be financed, and that 
means is by the sale of defense bonds to 
the American people. Our advice to all 
our people is to save, quit wasting or 
spending for unnecessary things, invest 
in bonds which means an investment in 
liberty, which to us is second only to sal- 
vation through Christ. 


Question: Please explain Matt. 5:84, 
“Be ye also perfect, even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect.” My ques- 
tion is, are there any Christians perfect 
today, and how can we know when we 
are perfect?—D. B. 


Answer: You should read from Matt. 


5:43, including the forty-eighth verse. 
Jesus is dealing with the question of how 
each individual is to treat his individual 
enemy, and He is treating on how we 
are to be followers of God as dear chil- 
dren. We note here that it is God’s per- 
fection to forgive injuries, to entertain 
strangers, and to do good to the sinful 
and unthankful, and it will be ours to 
be like Him in our attitude toward others. 
The perfection mentioned here is that of 
good will toward all men. It doesn’t 
mean that you are to be as wise as God 
in every sense, nor as powerful as God; 
neither does it imply that you are to be 
equal with God in all His perfections, 
but let your attitude toward others be 
the same as that of God’s. We that owe 
so much, yes, owe our all to the divine 
bounty, should as much as in us is be al- 
ways ready to follow His example. 


Question: Explain Rom. 8:9, “If any 
man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of his.” Does the word “Spirit” 
mean the baptism of the Holy Ghost?—

Answer: No, this verse does not ne- 
cessarily have reference to the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. In reading the first nine 
verses of the eighth chapter of Romans, 
you will note that the apostle is dealing 
with true Christian liberty based upon 
two things: first, being in Christ; sec- 
ond, following the Spirit of Christ. Note 
that all saints have both flesh and Spirit 
and our walking after the Spirit denotes 
our following after the ideals of Jesus. 
Walking after the flesh denotes a walk 
according to the desires and lusts of the 
flesh. Then if we have not the Spirit 
which seeks after and strives after the 
things of Christ, we are none of His.
